MADRID, July 3 (AFP). — King 
Juan Carlos today gamed Adolfo 
Suarez, the outgoing minister re¬ 
presenting the National Movement 
of the late Generalissimo Francis¬ 
co Franco, as premier of Spain. 

Mr. Suarez is a staunch suppor¬ 
ter of the King, who has backed 
the monarch’s drive to bring de¬ 
mocratic reform to Spain. 

He is a member of the late Cau- 
dillo’s Phalange Party, but is re¬ 
garded as a liberal who is prepa¬ 
red to open up Spam’s political li¬ 
fe to members of the leftwing op¬ 
position. Under Gen. Franco, the 
National Movement was the only 
political organisation permitted in 
Spain. 

..Mr. Suarez was chosen by King 
Juan Carlos after his name had be¬ 
en placed on the list of three can¬ 
didates named by the conservative 
dominated Council of the Realm. 
According to the constitution, the 
king was limited to choosing from 
these three names to select a suc¬ 
cessor to Carlos Arias Navarro, 
who resigned the premiership on 
Thursday. 

The choice of Mr. Suarez was 
announced while information of¬ 
ficials were predicting that the 
king would name outgoing Foreign 
Minister Jose Maria de Areilza as 
premier- Mr. de Areilza is consi¬ 
dered the most liberal member of 
the Arias cabinet. 

Mr. Suarez, who is 43, is a 
lawyer and civil servant who has 
pursued a political career inside 
the National Movement He was 
named head of Spain's first tele¬ 
vision network in 1968 and rose 
next year to be director-general 
l the state run radio and tele¬ 
vision services.

Back at Entebbe, 
Amin negotiates 
as hostages await 
hijackers’ deadline 

NAIROBI, July 3 (R). — President 
Idi Amin returned tonight to En¬ 
tebbe to resume his hijacked Air¬ 
bus negotiations, and according to 
Uganda Radio immediately called 
on Israel and the United States to 
act immediately because the situ¬ 
ation was most critical. 

He returned from a meeting in 
Mauritius of the Organisation of 
African Unity (OAU) as the hija¬ 
ckers’ deadline approached for the 
threatened execution of 110 pas¬ 
sengers and crew of an Air Fran¬ 
ce Airbus commandeered last Sun¬ 
day by pro-Palestinian guerrillas. 

The guerrillas have threatened 
to blow up the aircraft and execu¬ 
te the 98 passengers and 12 crew 
at 11:00 GMT Sunday unless Israel 
and four ctuar countries release 
53 Palestinians or pro-Palestinians 
held in prison in the five countries. 

Uganda Radio said President 
Am in began negotiating with the 
guerrillas immediately on his re¬ 
turn to Entebbe from Mauritius. 

“Israel and America must do so¬ 
mething immediately because the 
situation is now at its most cru¬ 
cial phase,” Uganda Radio quoted 
President Amin as saying. 

Most of the passengers are Is¬ 
raelis or Jews of another nationa¬ 
lity. 

Uganda Radio said the aircraft 
bad already been taken to where 
it will be blown up if the hijack¬ 
ers’ demands are not met It also 
reported that the negotiations we¬ 
re becoming “difficult” and the si¬ 
tuation more serious. 

(In Tel Aviv, however, Israeli of¬ 
ficials said earlier tonight the ne¬ 
gotiations were progressing satis¬ 
factorily and there was a chance 
the hijackers would agree to post¬ 
pone their deadline). 

One group of hostages was re¬ 
leased on Thursday after the Is¬ 
raeli government promised to ne¬ 
gotiate over the release of 40 pro- 
Palestinians held in Israeli pri¬ 
sons. 

But Somali Ambassador Hashi 
Abdullah Farab, who has been me¬ 
diating with the hijackers, said 
the guerrillas were becoming in¬ 
creasingly suspicious of Israel’s 
willingness to meet their demands. 

The guerrillas claim to be me¬ 
mbers of the militant Popular Fr¬ 
ont for the Liberation of Palestine 
(PFLP), but the PFLP in Beirut has 
denied this claim. 

"They have a lot of suspicion as 
to the sincerity of the Israeli go¬ 
vernment,’’ Mr. Hashi said. "It ap¬ 
pears to them that Israel is drag¬ 
ging along.” 

“The lives of these people can 
only be saved if the Israeli gover¬ 
nment and other countries take a 
positive attitude — and a quick 
positive attitude,” he said. 

Mr. Hashi said he had expected 
some developments today "but no¬ 
thing has happened.” 

"I never thought a national go¬ 
vernment would abandon its natio¬ 
nals,” he added, referring to Isra¬ 
el. 

Mr. Hashi said he felt the other 
countries named by the hijackers 
— West Germany, Kenya, Swit¬ 
zerland, and France — were trying 
to keep a common front with Is¬ 
rael.

BEIRUT, July 3 (R). — Lebanon’s 
latest announced ceasefire failed 
to take hold in a storm of new fi¬ 
ghting today around the beleague¬ 
red Palestinian camp of Tel A1 Za- 
atar, under fierce rightwing attack 
for nearly two weeks. 

Arab League Secretary-General 
Mahmoud Riad, who had announc¬ 
ed that all sides had agreed to a 
truce at midnight last night, con¬ 
ferred with Palestinian leaders af¬ 
ter talks on the rightwing side of 
the lines yesterday. He later re¬ 
turned to Damascus. 

Near the building where today’s 
talks were held, a leftist rocket¬ 
launching crew fired off occasio¬ 
nal rounds into rightwing lines. 

"In effect there is no ceasefire,” 
a Palestinian spokesman said. He 
accused rightwing forces of laun¬ 
ching two attacks on the camp this 
morning with reinforcements of 
armour and ground troops. 

He said the camp, where about 
15,000 Palestinians are eking out 
an increasingly tenuous existence 
in underground shelters, had still 
not been entered, although a fluc¬ 
tuating battle was continuing in 
areas around the camp which have 
been won and lost by both sides 
several times. 

Rightwing radio stations, which 
claim the camp was entered yes¬ 
terday, accused the leftist-Palesti- 
:<i:n alliance of being responsible 
for the failure of the truce. 

The Phalangist Party radio said 
the alliance had launched an at¬ 
tack on the rightist stronghold of 
Araya, in the hills southeast of 
Beirut 

The alliance has threatened to 
launch a counter-offensive in reta¬ 
liation for the rightwing siege of 
Tel AI Zaatar and its neighbour 
Jisr Ai Basha, which fell earlier 
this week. 

The Phalangist radio said right- 
wing leaders today voiced readi¬ 
ness to stop the shooting to "help 
reach an Arab solution to the cri¬ 
sis.” 

About 2,500 troops from four 
Arab nations are positioned at Bei¬ 
rut airport, but their Egyptian 
commander has said the force will 
fulfill its peace-keeping duties on¬ 
ly if there is an effective ceasefire. 

Palestinians are demanding an 


end to the siege of Tel AI Zaatar 
and the evacuation of Jisr AI Ba¬ 
sha by the rightists as conditions 
for agreeing to a ceasefire. 

Part of the Syrian intervention 
force has begun withdrawing slo¬ 
wly from outside the port of Si- 
don, the Palestinian spokesman 
also said. 

Under a long-standing agreem¬ 
ent only partly fulfilled, Syrian pe¬ 
ace-making forces are due to pull 
back to the Lebanese hinterland 
to the east and north. 

The pro-leftist Beirut Radio quo- 
fed Progressive Socialist Party le¬ 
ader Kamal Junblatt as saying to¬ 
day that "the fall of Tel AI Zaatar, 
if this ever happens, will lead to 
serious consequences in all parts 
of Lebanon.” 

Mr. Junblatt was addressing Mr. 
Riad during his meeting with Pa¬ 
lestinian and leftist leaders. 

According to Palestinian sour¬ 
ces, today’s rightwing attacks on 
Tel AI Zaatar camp had been re¬ 
pulsed. 

A statement issued fay the allia¬ 
nce announced the setting up of 
checkpoints on the approaches of 
southern areas from which Syrian 
troops had withdrawn. Patrols wilfy 
also scour the region. 

The Phalangist radio said to¬ 
night that rightwing forces were, 
by early afternoon, close enough 
to Tel A. Zaatar to shout at their 
opponents through loudspeakers, 
calling cm them to surrender. 

But the Voice of Palestine Ra¬ 
dio said the joint forces defending 


Tel AI Zaatar "smashed” the lat¬ 
est attacks on all fronts. 

Meanwhile, President Hafez As¬ 
sad of Syria this afternoon met wi¬ 
th Saudi Foreign Minister Prince 
Saud Al Faisal, who arrived in Da¬ 
mascus earlier today. 

The Saudi minis ter conveyed to 
President Assad a verbal message 
from King Khaled of Saudi Arabia. 

After Mr. Riad returned to Da¬ 
mascus today, he met there for 
three hours with his two fellow 
members of the Arab League pea¬ 
ce mission — the Bahraini and Tu¬ 
nisian foreign ministers — Syrian 
Foreign Minister Abdul Halim 
Khaddam, Prince Saud Al Faisal, 
Libyan Premier Abdul Salam Jal- 
loud, and two Palestinian leaders 
identified by the Syrian news age¬ 
ncy SANA as Abu Mazen and 
Abu Maher. 

Mir. Riad said afterwards the 
meeting reviewed today's peace¬ 
making efforts in Lebanon, and 
the Bahraini minister added that 
the Arab League trio would return 
to Cairo tomorrow to report back 
to the Arab League Council of fo¬ 
reign ministers. 

In Tokyo, the foreign ministry 
today ordered the Japanese em¬ 
bassy staff in Lebanon to close the 
embassy temporarily and to leave 
the country. 

Ambassador Noboru Sugiura is 
expected to leave Lebanon on Mo¬ 
nday, if possible, for Tokyo to at¬ 
tend a conference of diplomats sta¬ 
tioned in the Middle East next 
week, ministry sources said.

America pulls out all the stops 
celebrate its 200th birthday 


NEW YORK. July 3, (R) — Am¬ 
ericans take part in the world’s 
(most lavish birthday party tom¬ 
orrow, celebrating their count¬ 
ry’s independence from Britain 
two centuries ago. 

. From New York, where most 
of the world's remaining tall sh- 
i D s will make a stately parade 
up the Hudson River, to village 
fireworks displays, Americans will 
mark the United States’ 200th 
birthday in spectacular fashion. 

The focus of attention will be 
on New York, the country's first 
capital, Philadelphia, where the 
Declaration of Independence was 
signed on July 4. 1776, and Bost¬ 
on, where the seeds of rebellion 
grew to full-scale revolution. 

The red glare of rockets will 
illuminate the night sky over 
New York and George Washing¬ 
ton’s army" will march again thro¬ 
ugh New Jersey. Colourful cerem¬ 
onies will be held at Independence 
Hall in Philadelphia, including the 
ringing of the Liberty Bell which 
[heralded independence. 

From the Atlantic to the Paci¬ 
fic and in American possessions 
outside the continental United 
States, bells will be rung for two 
minutes starting at 2:00 p.m. New 
York time (18:00 GMT) — the 
moment, historians claim, the 13 
original colonies approved the De¬ 


claration of Independence (alth¬ 
ough the Continental Congress 
had actually proclaimed it on 
July 2, 1776). 

The most elaborate celebration 
will be held in New York, where 
George Washington took the oath 
of office as the first president and 
which served as the capital from 
1789 to 1790. 

Like the ghosts of a nautical 
past, nearly 200 sailing ships from 
35 nations will sail up the Huds¬ 
on in the most spectacular gath¬ 
ering of windjammers since cli¬ 
pper ships dominated .the seas.

Lining the route will be millions 
of spectators, some paying as mu¬ 
ch as $25 for good vantage 
points More than 5,000 spectage 
rs, boats, together with wa¬ 
rships from the U.S. and foreign 
nations, will line the sailing sh¬ 
ips' route. 

At night, a mammoth fireworks 
display, visible up to 25 miles 
away, will be staged at the ent¬ 
rance to New York harbour. 

In Philadelphia, where more 
than a million visitors are expe- 


cted, ceremonies will be held at 
Independence Hall, .including a 
reading of the Declaration of In¬ 
dependence and an address by 
President Ford. A six-hour parade 
in the city will include marching 
units from all 50 states. 

Mr. Ford, following a whirlw¬ 
ind schedule, will also watch the 
parade of tall ships in New York, 
visit Valley Forge — where Geo¬ 
rge Washington’s rag-tag army sp¬ 
ent a bitterly cold winter during 
the Revolutionary War — and 
see a fireworks display near the 
Washington Monument in the ca¬ 
pital. 

Washington’s celebration, like 
Boston’s will be relatively low- 
key, apart from a huge fireworks 
display on the Fourth. A two-hour 
parade along Constitution Avenue, 
headed by Vice-President Nelson 
Rockefeller, today was expected 
to draw up to a quarter of a mil¬ 
lion spectators. 

In Chicago, 1776 immigrants 
will take the oath of citizenship 
at a special ceremony, while the 
Pony Express will ride again in 
California and Colorado. 

There will be log-rolling compe¬ 
titions in Alaska and Oregon, ca¬ 
noe races in Hawaii, hog-calling 
contests in Ohio, greased pig cha¬ 
ses in Oklahoma and frog-jump¬ 
ing contests in Missouri.

celebrations. Simply to wish the American people a happy 
200th birthday seems insufficient, but it is equally inappro¬ 
priate, and somehow out of place, to pile accolades on top 
of praise on top of flag-waving flattery. It is not quite the 
American way, so to speak. 

The grandeur of America lies in two basic things: the 
institutions of state, and the collective power of the American 
people. The institutions of state — the judicial system, the 
checks-and-balances of the national government, the federal 
system of power-sharing, the representative character of the 
two houses of the federal legislature — all these and more 
are the structures that give life and real meaning to the old 
truism that the American nation is one of laws, not of men, 
a fact most recently brought to life by the doings and undoing 
of Richard Nixon and Spiro Agnew, to name only the most 
notorious. 

But these institutions and systems of the United States 
are put into their proper perspective when one appreciates 
that they are not trumpeted and waved about jingoistically 
by the American people, but rather they are taken for granted 
in a manner whose excesses, if any, are excesses of non¬ 
chalance. The American system derives its ultimate strength 
from the carefree manner in which its people assume it to 
be natural and appropriate, and expect it to be fair, efficient 
and universally applied. The American system, for all its faults 
and deficiencies, remains an extraordinary one, and if there 
is anything we can add to the birthday party taking place in 
the United States this year, it would be to remind the Ame¬ 
rican people that the message and meaning of their national 
life does indeed transcend the frontiers of their immense 
land. 

There will be a lot of flag waving this year and much 
celebrating in the United States, and rightly so. We would 
also like to pass a message along to every John Doe and 
Backwoods Joe and Farmhouse MaryLou in America to let 
them know that there are people throughout the world who 
see and appreciate the essence of America that is found in 
the plodding, dogged and somehow special character of the 
commonplace individual in the United States. If we can add 
our two cents worth to the national assessment that inevit¬ 
ably takes place on one’s 200th birthday, we would like to 
send along our own commonplace salute to that attitude in 
America that takes for granted the guarantees of individual 
liberties that loom so lovely on every 4th of July. 

We have our misgivings about many things in the United 
States, and we have made it clear where we find the poverty 
of some American institutions and initiatives to be lagging 
far behind the magnanimity of most others. But in taking a 
closer look at where the faults of Ai srica lie, it becomes 
clear that much of what we criticise about the United States 
i stems from the skewed implementation of usually noble ob- 
! jectives. The clear goals and national purpose of the American 
! people are almost without fault. But the road to implementing 
■ those goals of freedom, happiness and security is full of 
j sinister sidetracks, and we find ourselves criticising America 
! when we see that its people have been unwittingly led down 
I one of those sidetracks, and when the detour in the American 
| people’s quest for their national objectives inevitably leads

The cooperatives movement, he 
said, has worked towards an inc¬ 
rease of agricultural productivi¬ 
ty, an example of which could 
be seen in the project sponsored 
by the East Irbid Cooperative So¬ 
ciety, which aims to double pro¬ 
duction of wheat — a target suc¬ 
cessfully achieved by the society 
since an average of 250-285 kgs 
of wheat per dunum of cultivated 
land has been produced lately, 
while nearby lands planted by in¬ 
dividuals have produced only 100 
kgs per dunum. 

From 1975 until mid-1976, Mr. 
Doudine said, 38 new cooperative 
societies have been established; 
half of them are agricultural co¬ 
ope rai tves. 

Speaking on the organisation's

Imported cement 
to be exempt 
from taxes

Who pays fine for 
the dog brought in 
to Britain by a 
Libyan who flew 
on a French plane? 

LONDON, July 3 (R). — A Li¬ 
byan mechanic who was fined 
£275 for illegally bringing his 
Chihuahua dog into Britain to¬ 
day blamed the airline on whi¬ 
ch he was a passenger for the 
offence. 

Mr. Mohammed Al Gibali, 23, 
from Tripoli, told a magistrate’s 
court that cabin staff on the 
Air France airline had fed and 
petted the dog but said nothing 
about Britain’s anti-rabies laws. 
He said the airline should pay 
the fine. 

The case against the airline, 
which was accused in the same 
court of landing the dog illegal¬ 
ly at London’s Heathrow air¬ 
port, was adjourned pending fu¬ 
rther inquiries. 

Mr. Al Gabali said be would 
appeal against the fine. 

The British government rec¬ 
ently. stepped up its anti-rabies 
campaign by advising magistra¬ 
tes to impose heavy fines on pe¬ 
ople who bring their pets into 
the country without subjecting 
them to quarantine first. Many 
travellers have been-fined the 
maximum £400 for the offence 
in the last months.

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Last week I discussed the importance of la¬ 
bour productivity to achieve economic growth. 
This week I will deal with, another significant- 
factor, the increase in net investment as part 
of the minimum effort needed for a nations 
economic “take-off.” 

The five-year development plan places ma 
jor emphasis on investments in both the econo¬ 
mic and social sectors as important means of 
achieving the goals of the plans. 

Fixed investments during the plan period 
are estimated at JD765 million, shared evenly 
between the public and private sector. I well 
recognise the role of the private sector in this 
connection, but I still believe that a closer look 
at Jordan's pattern of consumption is urgently 
required to indentify the policy measures need¬ 
ed to correct the current local and foreign flow 
of consumer ■ ems. 

In principle, to attain an increase in real GNP 
we need to expand the productive capacity of 
Jordan's economy, and this requires building 
capital goods such as factories, machines, tra¬ 
nsport facilities, etc. In order to do that, a po¬ 
rtion of current output must be diverted into 
investment In other words, to increase net inv¬ 
estment Jordanians must refrain from consu¬ 
ming a portion of their current output and save 
it for the purpose of accumulating capital. He¬ 
nce some sacrifice is required on .the part of 
the Jordanian people with respedt to satisfying 
their immediate desires and needs for the pu¬ 
rpose of attaining a better future. 

How far can voluntary, domestic savings go 
toward meeting capital requirements to achieve 
economic growth targets? I realise that in un¬ 
derdeveloped countries the rate of voluntary 
savings is low, and the existing institutions are 
not very successful in mobi lis i n g such savings. 
In addition to the current inflation problem, 
we find a large proportion of the population 
has incomes so low and number of dependents 
so large that virtually all current income must 
be spent to maintain a subsistence level of co¬ 
nsumption and life. 


One has to keep in mind the considerable 
sparity in income levels among wage earner 
the upper income level, the average and the 
wer income groups.
